Mr.  Chairman,  My  Lords,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the 

^  year  1954* 

The  birth  rate  has  fallen  to  that  prevailing  in  the  County, 
and  is  now  a  fraction  below  the  national  rate. 

The  death  rate  remains  at  a  very  low  level,  and  is  sub¬ 
stantially  below  both  the  national  and  County  rates. 

Of  the  28  deaths  from  cancer,  one  was  due  to  cancer  of  the 
lung  and  bronchus.  There  were  seven  deaths  from  this  cause  in  this  area  of 
Norfolk.  Their  average  age  at  death  was  60.4,  whereas  the  expectation  of  life 
at  birth  is  now  over  70  years.

If  many  thousands  of  people  are  dying  annually  from  a  disease  and 
statistical  evidence  indicates  that  the  probability  is  very  high  that 
the  main  cause  lies  in  an  article  X,  it  is  hardly  sensible  to  sit  back 
and  wait,  maybe  20  years,  for  the  experimental  evidence.  Indeed, 
unequivocal  evidence  may  never  be  obtained  in  a  case  of  a  disease 
which  takes  a  very  long  time  to  develop  in  man  after  application  of 
an  irritant  or  of  an  initiator.  In  such  a  case  the  responsibility 
of  advising  the  community  is  a  serious  one,  and  it  is  idle  to  suppose 
it  can  be  evaded  by  pretending  that  statistical  evidence  alone  is  of 
no  account. 

We  are  faced  with  such  a  situation  to-day  in  regard  to.  lung 
cancer  and  tobacco -smoking,  and,  whilst  it  is  fortunate  that  tobacco 
is  not  a  necessity  of  life,  the  position  is  complicated  by  consider¬ 
ations  of  finance.

Whilst  it  is  fortunate  that  tobacco  is  not  a  necessity  of 
life,  this  circumstance  helps,  paradoxically,  to  prevent  anything  very  much 
being  done  about  the  problem.  If  a  small  number  of  deaths  were  believed  to  be 
associated  with  a  certain  water  supply  steps  would  at  once  be  taken  to  provide 
an  alternative  supply,  pending  investigations.  In  the  case  of  tobacco,  it  is 
only  too  easy  for  the  official  shoulder  to  be  shrugged  with  the  excuse  that  it 
is  up  to  the  individual  to  decide  for  himself  whether  the  use  of  tobacco  involves 
an  amount  of  risk  which  it  is  unwise  to  take. 


There  were  falls  in  the  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  and 
scarlet  fever  notified.  Cases  of  pneumonia  increased,  and  a  small  epidemic  of 
poliomyelitis  occurred  in  November  and  December.  Of  the  11  cases  of  polio¬ 
myelitis  notified,  8  were  confirmed.  Of  these,  seven  were  paralytic. 


MILK  AND  DAIRIES  PECULATIONS,  1949. 

Regulation  20. 


At  the  beginning  of  1954?  restrictions  were  in  force  on  the 
sale  of  milk  from  nine  herds,  owing  to  the  presence  of  Brucella  Abortus. 

During  1954?  action  had  to  be  taken  in  respect  of  a  further  seven  herds,  in  four 
cases  owing  to  Brucella  Abortus,  and  in  the  remainder,  owing  to  tuberculosis. 

Restrictions  were  lifted  from  six  herds  during  the  year, 
including  all  those  infected  with  tuberculosis. 
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POOD  POISONING  OUTBREAKS 


Three  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  occurred.  One  of  these, 
involving  two  persons,  was  due  to  staphylococci,  but  the  origin  of  the  organism 
and  the  vehicle  by  which  it  was  conveyed,  were  not  found.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  as  Senior 

Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  de-control  of  slaughtering,  by  the  Government,  in  July, 
resulted  in  the  multiplication  of  duties,  as,  at  the  outset,  five,  and  later  six, 
slaughterhouses  were  licensed  in  the  District,  three  of  them  as  wholesale  estab- 
lishments. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  POOD. 


(a)  Meat  Inspection. 

During  the  year,  706  inspection  visits  were  made,  577  of  them 
in  the  period  from  July  to  the  end  of  the  year.  Of  these  577?  more  than  half 
were  made  out  of  normal  working  hours,  mainly  at  week  ends.

Close  co-operation  is  still  maintained  with  the  Officers  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  especially  in  regard  to  drainage 
from  milk  production  premises. 

There  were  twelve  additions  to  the  Register  of  Distributors 
of  Milk,  and  nine  withdrawals. 

Advice  as  to  drainage  schemes  has  been  given  in  respect  of 
one  new  and  three  existing  production  premises. 


ICE  CREAM. 


Seven  new  Retailers  were  registered  during  the  year,  all  for 
the  storage  and  sale  of  pre-wrapped  ice  cream  only. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  and  night  soil  has 
continued  satisfactorily  during  the  year. 

Complaints  have  again  been  very  infrequent. 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 


During  the  year,  20  supplies  were  sanpled  for  bacteriological 

examination. 

Results  obtained  showed  that  of  these,  five  supplies  were 
unsatisfactory  from  the  bacteriological  standpoint. 

Two  of  the  unsatisf actory  supplies  have  been  replaced  by 
connections  to  the  Council’s  mains,  and  in  all  other  cases  alternative  supplies 
have  been  made  available  and  / or  remedial  works  have  been  put  in  hand  by  the 
owners. 


HOUSING. 


During  the  year,  17  dwellings  have  been  brought  up  to 
standard  as  a  result  of  informal  representation  to  the  owners,  and  under  the 
Housing  Act,  1949  >  36  premises  have  been  inspected,  and  an  additional  13  schemes 
have  been  completed.  Work  was  commenced  in  two  further  cases.
